Consequently, any cir- 
cumstance which will delay the dig- 
ging until the roots and the seeds 
have matured will bring about a dis - 
tinct gain both in the quality of the 
present crop and the prospects for the 
future. This gain, however, is to a 
greater or less extent, at the cost of 
the present supply which in the two 
articles named is very limited, hold- 
ers out of town asking even more 
than is wanted here. Whether the 
good prices now ruling will induce 
sufficient digging for the Fall 
crop after the close of the 
harvest to compensate for previous 
short-comings is an open question, 
but it seems hardly probable that the 
deficit will be made up completely. 

While the Chinese continue as 
heretofore regular and steady pur- 
chasers of ginseng, there has been 
practically no exportation of golden 
seal for the past month or so, foreign 
buyers having apparently supplied 
their wants, in which they are fortu- 
nate as any large or imperative de- 
mand for supplies in the present con- 
dition of the market would, no doubt, 
cause an advance in the views of hol- 
ders. Some prices paid in 1888 will 
serve to show how violent may be the 
fluctuations in this drug. In the last 
week of March of that year, seventy- 
five cents per pound was paid, the 
price declining to thirty cents by the 
second week in April and to twenty 
cents in July, to rise again to forty- 
five cents in October, these being the 
prices actually paid by jobbers. 

While the remarks regarding the 
gathering of ginseng and golden seal 
are equally applicable, of course, to 
other indigenous rovts,the very heavy 
stocks of mandrake and senega_ held 
over from last year compietely alter 
the conditions, as to these drugs. 
Senega is weak and even declining, 
and mandrake is 1] feless and duil, 
conditions in strong contrast with 
those ex stin.s regard ng ginseng an'l 
golden seal. In this city alone suffi- 
cient mandrake .s held to.supply our 
own market for probably tLe entire 
year without the necessity of recour. e 
to out of town holders, and quotations 
mude from other centers indicate a 
similar condition of stocks. While 
stocks of senega on the spot are not 
so heavy as those of mandrake, there 
is no immediate urgency to obtain 
suppl es and holders of old root in the 
noithwest exhibit a willingness tod s- 
pose of their goods amounting almost 
toanxiety. 

The present outlook may be sum- 
marized as indicating prospects of 
higher prices for ginseng and golden 
seal late this fall, with possibly an in- 
terval of inactivity or even a slight 
decline, while the most that can be 
hoped for mandrake and senega is a 
continuation of the present range of 
prices with probabilities even of a de- 
cline with the incoming of the fall 
crop. Withsucha market confront- 
ing them, country dealers may, how- 
ever, by offering too liberal terms on 
golden seal,and by neglecting senega, 
induce the digging of such a quantity 
of the former and bring about such 
an utter neglect of the latter as to 
completely reverse the conditions by 
the close of the Fall season.

EUROPEAN PETROLEUM TRADE. 

The latest mail advices from Eu- 
rope give us the full statistics of the 
petroleum trade of -continental Eu- 
rope for the fiscal year ended June <0, 
1891, and this with. comparisons witn 
the preceding years makes avery in-~ 
teresting-exhibit. From these returns 
we find that the total recéipts of: ré- 
fined oil at the seven principal conti- 
nental ports—Hamburg,Antwerp, Rot- 
terdam, Amsterdam, Bremen, Stettin 
and Danzig—show a _ stéady increase 
in the aggregate during the past five 
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years, although the imports at Ant- 
werp and Stettin show a decrease, the 
former showing a decrease of about 
200,000 barrels and the latter 31,000 
barrels as compared with the imports 
last year. The aggregate increase at 
all the ports was 153,000 barrels, the 
total imports for the year reaching 
4,890,000 barrels The increase has 
been smaller during this year, that of 
the preceding four years averaging 
over 200,000 barrels per year. The 
consumption shows a similar increase. 
The stocks held at the several ports 
show greater variation, which is 
doubtless due to the fact that tank 
facilities have been provided at some 
ports which have not been available 
at others. Taking the total at the 
seven ports we find there has been a 
steady increase during the past four 
years, the amounts on the first of July 
being: in 1888, 362,000 barrels; in 1889, 
661,000 barrels; in 1890, 718,000 bar- 
rels, and in 1891, 869,000 barrels. The 
statistics make a satisfactory exhibit 
as they show our trade with Europe 
to be steadily increasing, notwith- 
standing the reports in the English 
papers that American oil is being 
crowded out by the Russian product. 
American refiners rather enjoy that 
kind of crowding out.

It can be detected by treat- 
ing the sample with solution of soda, 
filtering, and neutralizing with hydro- 
chlorie acid; then add ferric chloride 
solution, which gives a precipitate of 
benzoate of iron if benzoic acid is 
present in more than a trace.

Review of the Quinine Situation. 


The following review of the quinine 
situation has been issued by the Auer- 
bach _—— Works. 

At the close of last year quinine 
manufacturers saw a probability of 
the improvement of the condition of 
affairs which had for several years 
been in avery unfavorable position 
for producers. An agreement was be- 
ing negotiated between the manufac- 
turers of North America, France and 
Germany which, without putting a 
high price on quinine, would have 
protected the interests of manufactur- 
ers and the growers of bark. Unfor- 
tunately about the middle of January 
it became evident that it would be im- 
possible to unite the interests named 
and from that time on the downward 
movement in prices set in anew. 
Taking the price of the bark in Lon- 
don on January 13th as 100, the de- 
cline since the failure of the scheme 
for organization is shown below:

Of 
late years he has resided quietly at 
Long Branch, but his mind again giv- 
ing away it has been deemed neces- 
sary to confine him once more, his 
lunacy taking a dangerous direction.

Liverpool Notes. 


The result of the first half year’s 
working of the United Alkali Com- 
pany, though not actually stated, is 
to some extent shown by the declara- 
tion of the interim dividend upon the 
ordinary shares, viz, at the rate of five 

er cent. per annum. Some share- 
10lders look upon it as a very “‘ordi- 
nary” dividend, but it is generally 
conceded that the directors have acted 
wisely in making a modest beginning 
and putting by a reserve fund for 
rainy days in the future. But has to- 
day’s advance in the price of bleach- 
ing powder any connection with the 
meagerness of the dividend? No esti- 
mate as to profit was mentioned in 
the original prospectus, which read: 
“The directors confidently anticipate 
that, after making provision for a re- 
serve fund, the company will pay a 
substantial dividend to the ordinary 
shareholder.”’. Evidently they never 
intended “giving themselves away.” 

Another “ring’’ seems circling 
round the Alkali Union as a center. 
This time it appears to be a combina- 
tion to control production and ad- 
vance prices of sulphate of copper. 
Most of the active works in this coun- 
try are included, and already specu- 
lators have been in the field in the 
expectation of higher values. The 
Alkali Union took over several works, 
and is supposed to have come to an 
understanding with the chief out- 
siders in this country. 


There was a perfect howl of indig- 
nation on ’Change to-day. Some- 
thing about that poor broker again! 
I am not quite certain as to the real 
facts of the case, but the big chemical 
monopoly, say the ‘“ would-be ”’ 
monopoly, has refused to do any fur- 
ther business with him in bleaching 
powder for shipment to America, pre- 
terring to have a sole or special agent 
on your side.

The Press Attacks Substitution of Pro- 
prietary Goods. 

At the meeting of the National Ed- 
itorial Association, in St. Paul, July 
16th, Mr. A. Frank Richardson read a 
paper upon the general subject of ad- 
vertising in which he presented the 
relation of the press to its advertising 
patrons in a way that has not hither- 
to received proper consideration from 
the editors and publishers of general 
newspapers. 

“One word more, and I will then 
get back into my shell, and pull down 
the blinds. 

“You all know that there is not a 
day in the week but some local dealer 
in some of your towns is selling goods 
under false representations,and there- 
by, not only defrauding the customer 
or buyer, but swindling—I use the 
word advisedly in all its naked de- 
formity—swindling the foreign adver- 
tiser whose advertisement you are 
carrying in your cohamns and whose 
interests, I consider it your duty to 
Ee I refer now to this growing 
1abit of the druggist and merchant 
in palming off the substitute for the 
article asked for by the customer. 

“For instance, a customer asks’ his 
druggists for Hood’s Sarsaparilla, 
Carter’s Little Liver Pills, Pear’s 
Soap, Scott's Emulsion, St. Jacob’s 
Oil, Cuticura, Ds. Pierces Discovery, 
German Syrup, Ayer’s Pectoral, Pear- 
line, Diamond Dyes, California Fig 
Syrup, Enoch Morgan’s Sapolio,Acme 
Blacking, Price’s Baking Powder and 
Extracts, Kirks Soap, Pozzoni’s Pow- 
der, Warner’s Cure, Schenek’s Syrup, 
Tutt’s Hair Dye, Slocum’s Emulsion, 
Ely’s Cream Balm, _ Sozodont, 
Green’s Nervura, Pond’s Extract, 
Castoria, Perry Davis’ Pain Killer, 
Mrs. Winslow, the3S’s or the 3 R’s, 
He has seen these goods advertised in 
your paper (which has brought them 
the customer), telling of their virtues 
and what they will cure; they are the 
very thing he wants—but here the 
druggist gets in his work by the sub- 
stitute racket: he tells the purchaser 
that he hasn’t Hood’s Sarsaparilla, 
Carter’s Pills, Scott’s Emulsion, Mor- 
_* Sapolio, St. Sacob’s Oil, Dr. 

ierce’s Discovery, Syrup of Figs, 
Pear’s Soap, &c., but he has ‘Smith’s 
Sassaparilla, Jones’ Pills, Peach’s 
Soap, Bowen’s Emulsion of ‘our own 
make’ non-secretor Everett’s Sarsap- 
arilla. Good's Little Liver Pills, 
Morse’s Eraulsion, Artemus Ward’s 
Sapolio, Sandlass Oil, Dr. Smith’s 
Discovery or Barrett’s Soap, which 
are just as good and cost less; and 
the customer, while he wanted 
Hood’s, Carter’s Scott’s and the 
others mentioned, is in amanner over 
pursuaded against first intentions, to 
take a good-for-nothing substitute 
that has no merit, and costs little or 
nothing to make, that he never 
thought of—never saw advertised, 
and on which the druggist makes a 
profit of from 10 to 100 per cent. more 
than he would on the article adver- 
tised. 

“Ts not this substitute scheme a 
robbery of the publisher, an insult to 
the unwary buyer, as well as a tre- 
mendous injury to the adverttiser 
who is paying you, perhaps hundreds 
of dollars to introduce his goods in 
your locality ; and are you not in duty 

ound to use your utmost endeavors 
to prevent such petty swindling? You 
should, in my opinion, whenever you 
tind a dealer resorting to this sub- 
stitute fraud, expose and denounce 
him through your editorial columns, 
thereby protecting your own interests 
and that of the advertiser. The for- 
eign advertiser annually loses thou- 
sands of dollars by this means. In my 
opinion it is time that the publishers 
took hold of this matter in earnest— 
dead earnest—and I would respect- 
fully suggest that before this associa- 
tion adjourns some action be taken 
looking to this result.”’ ; 

It does not appear that Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s last suggestion was acted 
upon, but that it bore some fruit is 
apparent from the fact that a few days 
later the St. Paul Pioneer Press, one 
of the leading peers of the country, 
treated the subject editorially as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘In his address before the National 
Editorial Association Mr. 8. Frank 
Richardson, of New York, created a 
sensation by the exposure of a re- 
markable and very extensive system 
of petty swindling which has grown 
up in recent years among retail deal- 
ers, and more especially among drug- 
gists.

“At least one soap manufacturer is 
making ‘substitute’ soup in exact im- 
itation of Pears’. He is stamping it 
specially for the local druggists, sell- 
ing it at a low rate, and he and the 
dealer are reaping the benefit of Pears’ 
advertising, and dividing the profits. 
What has all this to do with the news- 
paper? Much. The big advertisers 
are not slow to discover that the 
greater popularity they gain by ad- 
vertising the more actively do the 
‘substitute’ people work against them. 
They are already talking, many of 
them, of cutting down their newspa- 
per expenses and finding some means 
of introducing their goods more di- 
rectly to their customers. It will 
mean a reduction of several millions 
annually in the advertising business 
ofthe United States, and the papers 
will be the sufferers. If the papers 
would take up the matter and point 
out the fact that the ‘substitutes’ are 
rarely, if ever, as good us the origi- 
nals, and urge their readers not to 
patronize drug stores where substitu- 
tion is practiced, they might do much 
to mend matters. It is a matter wor- 
thy of consideration, and The Journ- 
alist will have something further to 
7” on the subject in future issues.” 

The Recorder of this city, in its issue 
of Friday last, also takes up the cud- 
gel in this fashion :— 

To force the sale of articles differ- 
ent from those which customers want 
to buy is an old device of traders, It 
should not be practiced in these days 
of general intelligence, when the pub- 
lic are made acquainted with the mer- 
its of goods that have become cele- 
brated and are vouched for by estab- 
lished imitations of such wares should 
be concocted, but law and fair dealing 
should protect the originals from un- 
due competition by copies which are 
not likely to be exact. 

Manufacturers of sophisticated ar- 
ticles rarely suceeed in producing 
wares of equal merit with the orig- 
inals, because they lack facilities es- 
sential to cheap production of the 
genuine article on a large scale. Im- 
position by substitution is more gen- 
erally practiced in medicinal and 
toilet supply than in any other 
branch of trade. A preparation of 
acknowledged merit has no sooner be- 
come famous than many compound- 
ers set to work to concoct something 
to be sold in its stead. The chances 
that the imitation will equal the or- 
iginal are small, but the profit from 
the sale of one instead of the other is 
large So the customer asking for 
goods of proven merit and establish- 
ed reputation is trequently told, “I | 





can give you something just as | 
good at a cheaper price,’? and thus | 


the seller of the sophisticated prepar- 
ation profits by the celebrity of the | 
original one, often to the detriment 
of the buyer. 

Druggists are wont to recommend 
“somethiug of our own make,’ in- 
stead of some noted medicine or Gos- 
metic. Perhaps no harm may come 
of the change, but to rely on that is 
to take a long chance which no one 
who cares for health and comfort can 
afford to risk.

Recent Treasury Decisions. 
AMMONIACAL COCHINEAL. 


In the matter of the protest of Sykes 
& Street, against the decision of the |

Calvert, a standard authority on 
dyestuffs, says in his work entitled 
“Dyeing and Calico Printing,’ page 
213: 

When one part of ground cochineal 
is leftin contact with three parts of 
ammonia for several weeks, a chemi- 
cal action ensues between the carmin- 
ic acid and the ammonia, the latter 
losing hydrogen and the former oxy- 
gen. so that wateris eliminated and 
an emide is formed, called carminam- 
ide. 

We find that in ammoniacal cochi- 
neal the cochineal insects have lost 
their identity, and that the prepara- 
tion is not dutiable under the provis- 
ion in paragraph 24 for dried insects 
advanced in manufacture, ‘The pro- 
test is therefore overruled, and the de- 
cision of the collector must stand. It 
is well to say, however, for the infor- 
mation of customs authorities, that 
the classification of that merchandise 
under the provision for paints and 
colors Was erroneous, 

Ammoniacal cochineal isa dye. In 
no portion of the tariff are the words 
colors and dyes used synonomously, 
while they appear to be used distinct- 
ively in the provisions for coal tar col- 
ors or dyes. In more than twenty 
paragraphs relating to “‘paints, colors 
and varnishes” there is no dyestuff 
mentioned, and paragraph 61 is cer- 
tainly not an appropriate place for 
dyestuffs. 

GRECIAN RED, 

In the matter of the protest of J.Lee 
Smith & Co., aguinst the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain so-called ‘“Gre- 
cian red,” imported per steamship 
Galileo, November 15, 1890, the follow- 
ing is the opinion of General Apprais- 
er Wilkinson : 

The merchandise is a color com- 
posed of barytes 98 per cent. and ani- 
line color 2 per cent., and is invoiced 


las “Grecian red.’”’ 


As it possesses the tint known com- 
mercially as vermilion ted, it was re- 
turned by the appraiser as vermilion 
red, and duty was accordingly as- 
sessed at 12 cents per pound, under 
paragraph 57, N. T. 

The appellants claim that the arti- 
cle is dutiable either as barytes, as a 
coal tar color, or at 25 per cent., under 
paragraph 61, as a color not specially 
provided for. 

The determination of the question 


| involved in this case being of import- 
| ance to many and great interests, the 


Board gave a hearing, which was at- 


| tended by importers and domestic 


manufacturers, and the subject has 
since received a careful and thorough 
consideration. 

From the testimony, we find that 
the terms ‘“‘vermilion’”’ and ‘‘vermil- 
ion red” are applied indiscriminately 


in the trade to genuine vermilion, 
which contains quicksilver, and to 
its imitations or substitutes, which 
do not. In orders” for genuine 
vermilion, the article is usually 
designated as English vermilion, 


while imitations and substitutes are 
known by fancy names, such as 


“Eureka vermillion.’’ Champion ver- 
milion, ete. We further find that in 
the trade ‘‘vermilion red” is not ap- 
plied to articles composed of any par- 
ticular material, but is held to em- 
brace any color that has the bright 
red tint once peculiar to vermilion or 
sulphide of mercury. 

The tariff provides in paragraph 97. 
for “‘vermilion red and colors con- 
taining quicksilver.’ The para- 
graph in the bill, as it came from the 
House, read: ‘‘Vermilion red or colors 
containing quicksilver.’’ The ‘‘or’’ 
was struck out by the Senate Fin- 
ance Committee, and the conjunction 
“and” inserted. The law contains 
the provision thus modified. 

Had the paragraph remained as it 
passed the House, it would have 
been clear to all that the duty of 12 
cents a pound was applicable only to 
vermilion containing quicksilver ; but 
it is now claimed that the change of 
conjunctions removed the limitation 
and made the duty applicable to any 
article known as vermilion red. This 
does not, however, appear to have 
been the intention of Congress, 
judging from the official record. The 
report of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, which was adopted so far as 
this modification is concerned, con- 
tains the clause as modified, and says 
in explanation of the change of rates 
from the old tariff to the new: This 
is a change from ad valorem to an 
equivalent specific rate.’? The rate 
tixed is 12 cents a pound, the highest 
specific rate named in the schedule. 
The equivalent ad valorem rate must 
therefore have been levied upon a 
costly material. Taking the context, 
“Vermilion red, and colors contain- 
ing quicksilver,” and bearing in 
mind that quicksilver vermilion had 
been paying duty, under the general 
provision for colors, at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, and the equivalent specific 
rate would be about 12 cents a pound, 
the conclusion seems irristible that 
the intention of Congress was to ap- 
ply the new rate to genuine vermllion 
or sulphide of mercury, and not to a 
variety of substances tinted red, but 
varying in value from 1% cents a

pound up. The term “color,” as an 
equivalent for paint. is defined by 
Webster as “that which is used to 
give color.” The duties in the color 
schedule attach not to colors as tints, 
but to materials used to give color, 
In every paragraph of the schedule 
the colors enumerated either repre- 
sent particular substances or include 
specified materials. For instance: 
Paragraph 50, blues containing ferro- 
cyanide of iron; 52, black made from 
bone, ivory, or vegetable : 53, chrome 
yellow, in which lead and bichromate 
of potash or soda are component 
parts ; 58, wash blue, containing ul- 
tramarine. It is repugnant to reason 
to suppose that Congress made para- 
graph 57 the one exception to this 
practice, and levied tne highest spe- 
citic duty in the schedule upon a tint 
or shade of color regardless of the 
material used to give color. 

The only vermilion described in 
Webster, the British Encyclopedia, 
and other standard authorities con- 
sulted, is a combination of quicksil- 
yer and sulphur, In the opinion of 
the Board it is upon this vermilion, 
costing about 50 cents a pound in for- 
eign markets, that Congress intended 
to levy, and did levy, a duty of 12 
cents a pound,

It was thought 
at the time that the rope had broken 
and the tools left in the hole, but the 
drill was found setting beside the cas- 
“ in the rig. 

8 soon as the tools were out asolid 
column of oil belched forth from the 
casing head, rising far above the der- 
rick, where it spread in all directions. 
There were two 2-inch lines connected 
on the casing. It made as pretty a 
sight as any one would wish to see, 
and it gladdened many a heart among 
the oil men who witnessed the sight 
to know that they had looked upon 
what was probably the largest oil well 
ever completed on the globe. 

An effort was made to shut the well 
in, and eight men worked for nearly 
two hours until they succeeded in 
getting the wellundercontrol. After- 
wards it was turned into a 600 bbl. 
tank through a 2-inch line, running 
the tank over with roily oil in one 
hour and three minutes. The well at 
the rate it flowed through the casin 
for the space of time it was opene 
would in 24 hours produce a good 
70,000 bbl. of roily oil, making nearly 


Ohio’s Largest Petroleum Well. 


Ohio has the biggest well in the 
United States, if not in the world, and 
if permitted to flow its full capacity, 
it would more than fill one of the 
monster 35,000 bbl. tanks every 24 
hours. This great oil geyser is lo- 
cated in Hancock county, just four 
miles north of the town of North Bal- 
timore. To be more explicit, it is 
located on the southeast corner of the 
Hugh McMurray farm, situated on 
the southwest quarter of the south- 
west quarter of section 11, Allen town- 
ship, and is the property of the Ohio 
Oil Co. The well was drilled in on 
the afternoon of June 30th. During 
the morning of that day the drill de- 
veloped a gas pocket at 31 feet in the 
sand, and the well showed for a gas 
producer of 1,250,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity. Gas was not what they were 
after, however, and the drill was sent 
eight feet deeper, which made the to- 
tal depth in the sand 43 feet, where 
oil was found. The total depth of the 
wellis 1,208 feet. When the pay streak 
was struck, oil started flowing and a 
connection was made through a two- 
inch line from the casing head to a 
600,bbl. tank, which was filled with 
good clean oil in precisely 90 minutes. 

The company then learned that they 
had drilled into a wonderful lake of 
oil, and it was also discovered that 
ordinary facilities were far from suf- 
ficient. Work was at once started on 
another 600 bbl. tank. At the same 
time several dinkey pumps and pipe 


lines were laid and communications 
were made to the main line. 

On the following day, Wednesday, 
the scout was again at the scene of the 
well. The dinkey pumps were kept 
busy running oil from the tanks into 
the main line, the tools were still in 
the bottom of the hole, and it was 
learned that several thousand bbls. of 
oil had been taken from the well that 
day, it being all that the line could 
take away. 

The next day was the one announc- 
ed for the taking out of the tools from

Had the McMurray hole been the 
same size as the Baku well, it would 

ave shown twice as much as it did. 
Those familiar with the Russian field 
know that the wells are much larger, 
in circumference than our American 
wells. In Russia the top of the hole 
when started measures 24 inches in 
diameter, and is graduated down, 
though when finished it is larger at 
the bottom than the American is at 
the surface, being nearly 12 inches in 
diameter. The McMurray well only 
had a5% inch casing to flow from. 
As it is, it flowed nearly double what 
the Russian well did, and Ohio can 
boast of the largest well ever yet de- 
veloped in the world. without a doubt. 
A large number of oil men who 
have had years of experience 
in the fields of Pennsylvania 
were present at the opening up 
of the MeMurray gusher, and all pro- 
nounced it a wonder. Lou D. Lang- 
made, of North Baltimore, the largest 
individual operator in the Ohio field, 
and a well posted oil man,was present, 
and figured that the well, at the rate 
it flowed for the space of time it was 
opened up, would in 24 hours produce 
all the way from 70,000 to 95,000 bbls. 
of roily crude. Among those present 
that took the same view of the matter 
as Mr. Langmade were: Mr. Drake, 
of the Eagle Consolidated Refining 
Company; John Black and Mr.

The territory in the vicinity of the 
McMurray gusher was not considered 
good as far as oil was concerned until 
several menths ago, when Kelley, Ru- 
pert & English completed No. 2 on 
the Nose farm, and in the northeast 
corner of the farm, and only 400 feet 
south of the gusher. ‘This was also a 
big well, but was held back, and has 
been doing a 250-bbl. tank of oil each 
day since completed. Next comes 
the Ohio Oil Company, who erected a 
rig on the northwest corner of Hugh 
MeMurray’s other farm, situated in 
section 14 of the same township, 400 
feet east of tho Nose weil and about 
500 feet southwest of the gusher, 
which also proved to be a good well. 
The next to be drilled in the imme- 
diate vicinity was the gusher, soon 
after followed the completion of Lang- 
made, Black & Hughes’ well, located 
on the southwest corner of the P. B. 
Showman farm, situated in section 11 
same township, 400 feet east of the 
gusher, and 400 feet north of MeMur- 
ray’s other well.This well was shot and 
is now doing 48 bbls. a day, while the 
gusher is only allowed to put out

The Eastern 
crushers are holding their price at 42c 
for raw.

Crude Cottonseed Oil.—The stock of 
this class of oil is gradually becoming 
materially reduced and what avail- 
able stock there is in first hands is 
held for full priees. There have been 
sales of 150 bbls of odd lots of off 
crude at 25e. Among them was 40 
bbls which tested 40 %, conse- 
quently the buyer claimed a reduction 
of 10c. - gallon which was quickly 
allowed. The first sale of 200 bbls. 
prime new crude was made at 30c. for 
October delivery, but buyers declined 
to take another lot of 500 bbls. at same 
figure. These offerings would indicate 
cheaper oil. 

Yellow Refined Cottonseed Oil.— 
There is scarcely any perceptible 
change in the situation from what 
characterized it at the close of our 
last. The bulk of the sales making 
have been for account of the lard re- 
finer‘es, the sales aggregating 700 bbls 
of off-yellow at prices ranging from 
3344@34c. A lot of 1,000 bbls, graded 
as butter oil, was offered at 39c, but 
buyers failing to respond, it will 
be exported. Another lot of 1,000 
bbls of  season’s. prime, which 
was recently offered at 37c. without 
takers has been placed on private 
terms also said to be for export. The 
market closes steady with quotations 
nominally quoted at 324%@33\%c., for 
reddish, 334%@35c., for off yellow, 37@

@Alec. Soap stock is dull at 14@14<«. 
as to quantity and test. Our Mem- 
phis correspondent writes as follows: 
“The prospect for a large cotton crop 
was never better. The acreage is 
fully up to last year, and the plant in

PETROLEUM AN ANCIENT PRODUCT. 
We ape’ of mineral oil as if it were 
a new discovery. ‘lhis is only par- 
tially accurate. It is certain that its

red that it was 'argely used in times 
much more remote. In Persia it was 
employed in the temples of the fire- 
worshipers and the palaces of the 
wealthy. Large quant'ties were sent 
to distant countries, and an export 
tax imposed, from which the govern- 
ment derived a considerable revenue. 
The legend of the fire which came 
down from heaven and lit the altars 
of the Zoroastrians probably had its 
origin in the discovery of a naphtha 
spring. 

But it is only during the last 40 
years that the development of the 
trade in petroleum or rock oil has 
taken place. In 1847 the late Dr. 
Young (Paraffine Young he was famil- 
iarly ca'led) had his attention drawn 
to a curious liquid exuding from the 
geass at Alfreton, Derbyshire. He 

istilled a portion, and obtained an 
oil suitab’e for burning in lamps. The 
supp!y was soon exhausted, but the 
experiment he had made led him to} 
bel eve that a similar product could | 
be obtained from the disti lation of 
coal. A few years later he experi- | 
mented with a rich gas coal found 
near Bathgate. He was successful. 
It was afterwards proved that other 
chemists had preceded him; but he 
was undoubtedly the first to construct 
apparatus for the manufacture of oil 
on a commercial scale. In course of 
time, shale, which had been often met 
with, but was looked upon as a min- 
eral of no value, was used in place of 
eoal. Since then, the industry has in- 
creased by leaps and bounds, and 
has now become one of the most im- 
portant in the country. 

AMERICA ECLIPSES PREVIOUS RECORDS. 

In 1859 petroleum was d'scovered in 
America and Canada. It was obtained 
in liquid form by boring. Some of the 
wells were extraordinarily prolific, 
the oil rushinginto the air in a stream 
so powerful as to defy the control of 
those engaged in searching for it. 
One illustration may be given. 
While drillers were at work an unex- 
pected strong rush of oil occurred. In 
vain they endeavored to stem the tor- 
rent, which shot into the air in a solid 
column 40 feet high. Every light was 
promptly extinguished save one, 400 
feet distant, from which no danger 
was apprehended; but the spirit or 
benzine, which is always present in 
crude petroleum, was ignited, and 
immediately converted the column 
into a roaring pillar of fire. An ap- 
palling catastrophe was the result. 
Everyone within a certain radius was 
literally burned up. The owner of the 
well was by the explosion thrown a 
distance of 20 feet. He was with diffi- 
culty rescued, but only lived a few 
hours. 

The experience of 30 years in the oil 








| districts has taught drillers how to 


deal with gushing wells; and acci- 
dents which were frequent in the early 
days of the trade are now scarcely 
known. In the process of refining, 
the light inflammable spirit is re- 
moved and lamp oil thereby rendered 
comparatively safe. By act of Parlia- 
ment all imported petroleum must not 
flash—that is, give olf intlammable 
vapor—under 73° Fahrenheit close 
test, which is equivalent to 100° 
Fahrenheit open test. As the temper- 
ature of o.lin this country could not 
under normal conditions reach 100 
Fahrenheit, the risk of expiosion is 
uot great. There is, however, danger 
tu be apprehended from the storage 
of large quantities in populous cen- 
ters, such as the banks of the Thames 
and the Mersey. In the event of fire 
breaking out in one of the warehouses 
adjo.ning a petroleum depot, the con- 
Seyuences might be terribie, particu- 
larly as the ordinary means of ex- 
tinguishing flames are useless when 
burning oil has to. be dealt with. 
PENNSYLVANIA’S GOLDEN GREASF, 
Thirty-five years ago oil was 
“struck”? in Pennsylvania. The out 
put was 2,000 barrels. In the follow 
ing year the quantity had increase 
to 500,000 barrels; and a year later to 
over 2,000,000 barrels. In 1862 Can- 
ada became a producing country, 
with a contribution of nearly 12,000 
barre.s.

Chromium Compounds.--The chrom- 
ium compounds of commerce are of 
two distinct classes, viz.—those de- 
rived from chromic oxide Cr,O,, and 
those from chromic acid H,CrO,. We 
shall first consider the former. The 
principal members of the group are 
| chrome alum and chromium chloride 
|} and fluoride. The former compound 
is obtained as a by-product in the 
manufacture of alizarine, and cer- 
tainly deserves more attention than it 
has hitherto received at the hands of 
dyers. It occurs in deep violet crys- 
tuls and is not liable to adulteration. 
The chloride of chromium generally 
comes into commerce as a green 
liquid, at about 32° Tw., and is gener- 
ally pure. Itshould not contain much 
free acid. 

Chromium fluoride is an easily sol- 
| uble green salt, rather acid in reac- 
tion, and liab‘e to attack metals and 
giass. It should be free from iron 
salts. 

Potassium bichromate is perhaps 
the most important technical deriva- 
tive of chromium. Its appearance is 
| well known, and the crystals are prac- 
tically chemically pure. Substitutes 
}now and then appear in commerce, 
| but with the exception of the follow- 
| ing salt are to be regarded with sus- 
picion : 

Sodium Bichromate. — Na,Cr,O, X 
2H,O. This has in many dyeworks 
eutire]y replace| the potassium salt, 
and in general gi.es satisfactory re- 
suits. It oceurs in form of 
erystals of the above composition 
or in hard amorphous’ masses 
which usually contain about 10 per 
vent. water. Its valuation is advan- 
| tageously effected by the hyposul- 
| phite process. about 6 gms. of the 
sampie are dissolved in 1 litre of wa- 
| ter, and 20ec. of the solution mixed 
with dec. of HCl and 10 cc. of a 10 per 
cent. solution of potassium iodide. 
The mixture is allowed to stand about 
| half an hour( and then the liberated 
iodine determined by tituration 
with hyposulphite and starch. If the 
hyposulphite solution is decinormal, 
then 1 co.=0°00438 gin. Na,Cr,Q,, or if 
the iodine value of the hypo is known, 
00127 em. iodine is equivalent to this 
amount of bichromate. Naturally 
| this process is adaptab.e to all bichro- 
mates, and the results are satisfac- 
tory. 

lion Compounds.—It will rarely 
be found necessary to submit the 
commercial salts of iron to a quan- 
titive examination. Qualitative tests 
general y serve to show tue adapt- 
ability of the salts for their respect- 
ive | uryp.ses. 

Irou liquor, or acetate of ircn, is 
sometimes raised by addition of sul- 
piace or chloride of iron, and for cer- 
iain purposes these salts are not in- 
jurious. The solution may be tested 
tor sulphuric and hydrochloric acids. 
Much free acid is undesirable in an 
irow liquor, as with such products the 
results in dyeing are sometimes un- 
even, 

The sulph ite of iron, (Copperas) and 
uit-wce vi ron are nsually pure pro- 
ducts. The former ought to dissolve 
easily, and not leave a residue of 
ferric oxide.—The Dyer.

On the Determination of Pine Rosin jy 
Beeswax. 


To effect such determination vari. 
ous methods are known, the degree 
of accuracy of which is different, 

1. Donath’s Method.—Some of the 
wax is boiled in a test tube for 45 
minutes with concentrated nitric acid, 
and then cold water added in a fine 
jet, by which the wax is solidified, 
The liquid is now poured off and, 
when cold or if water is added to it, 
will, if pine rosin is present, yielda 
yellowish flocculent precipitate which 
dissolves in ammonia, giving a red 
brown coloration. H. Rottger tinds 
that this method gives accurate pe. 
sults, but that the following is more 
convenient. 

2. E. Schmidt’s Method.—Fiye 
grams of wax are boiled with four or 
tive times as much crude nitric acid— 
1°32 to 1°33 sp. gr. After one minute 
the mixture is diluted with cold water 
to twice its volume, and then ammo- 
nia must be added until a strong odor 
of ammonia is given off, the liquid 
during the operation being frequent. 
ly shaken. ‘Tne liquid, which has to 
be poured off from the solidified way, 
is yellow, if the wax was pure, butif 
it was adulterated by pine rosin, it 
shows a more or less red brown col- 
oration, in consequence of the nitrog- 
enous products which have been 
formed. This method is a very good 
one, and H. Rottger contirms the 
statement, that as little as 1 per cent 
of pine rosin can be determined with 
perfect accuracy. It can be made 
still more accurate if the alcoholic ex- 
tract described in the subsequent test 
be used. 

3. Hager’s method is modified by 
H. Rottger as follows: A sample of 
the wax to be tested is boiled with li 
times its volume of dilute alcohol (of 
50 per cent. strength volumetrically), 
onl when perfectly cold filtered, if 
necessary. Then the liquid is diluted 
with water to double its volume, If 
the wax is pure, this diluted liquid is 
clear, but if pine rosin be present itis 
of a milky appearance, and not clear, 
As little as 2 per cent, of pine rosill 
ean with accuracy be detected by this 
method, ee 

4. Sedna’s test, which consists i 
dissolving the wax in chloroform and 
adding lime water, is, according t 
H. Rottger, of no value whatever, a& 
he never succeeded in obtaining the 
grey brown, flocculent — substanee 
which Sedna describes as indicating 
the presence of pine rosin. §

Prussiate of Potash.—The demand 
for prussiate of potash is reported 
fair, though not quite up to the busi- 
ness some weeks since.

Cutch.—The transactions in this 
article are now confined almost exclu- 
sively to futures, the spot supply 
being practically exhausted.

Dextrine, or British Gum, 


Dextrine, or British gum, is a pro- 
duct much used in finishing dyed and 
printed goods that is prepared from 
starch in various ways. In this coun- 
try it is obtained by heating or cal 
cining starch at temperatures from 
210° E. to 280° C. On the Continent 
the action of the heat is facilitated by 
moistening the starch with a little di- 
lute nitric or hydrochloric acid; but 
dextrines so made are always more or 
less acid, and the use of acid dex- 
trines must be avoided in finishing 
on account of their liability to affect 
the colors of dyed and printed goods, 

Pure dextrine is a white amorphous 
solid. It is represented by the for- 
mula C,H,,O,;, and therefore belongs 
to the carbo-hydrates. It is tasteless, 
odorless, rather deliquescent, and dis- 
solves in its own weight of waterto 
form a rather syrupy liquid. Aleohol 
added to this solution precipitates the 
dextrine. Boiling dextrine with dilute 
acids converts it into the sugars, mal- 
tose and dextrose, the latter being the 
ultimate end of the reaction. Strong 
hot nitric acid converts dextrine into 
oxalic acid. It gives no color with 
iodine solutions, by which it is ds 
tinguished from starch, and no pre 
cipitate with Fehling’s solution,whieb 
distinguishes it from dextrose, and no 
precipitate with tannin. 

Commercial dextrine. or British 
gum, however, is not so chemically 
pure; it varies in color from white te 
dark yellow, the shades being very 
numerous. The darker the color the 
more adhesive and gummy becomes 
the dextrine. Its solubility also iD- 
creases, and the solutions become 
more syrupy as the dextrine darkens 
in color; this is due to the fact that 
commercial dextrine is never pure, 
but always contains more or less ul- 
altered starch, and as the color de- 
pends principally upon the amount of 
calcining, the longer this operatie 
takes the darker is the color, but the 
more completely is the starch cob: 
verted into dextrine. The principal 
difficulty in the manufacture is 
prevent the formation of dextrose, 
which is apt to be produced if the cl 
cining be done at either too high® 
temperature or be too prolonged it 
duration.
